| , Oal., June 2. —- Another fight be- 
en Evans and Sontag; the Colis train 
robbers, and officers, toox place last even- 
ing. During the conflict an officer was shot in 
the leg. Sontag is probably mortally 
wounded, if not dead. At the time the 
wounded officer left the scene he was lying 
on the ground dying. Evans escaped and 
took to the hills, followed by a heavy fire, 
nich, however, it isfbelieved, did not injure 
him, as it was dark and his retreating form 
could not beseen. H. I. Rapelje, Deputy 
Sheriff of Fresno County, and Fred Jackson, 
an officer from Nevada, have been in the 
mountains for a week hunting for Evans and 
Sontag. They were accompanied by Thomas 
Burns, the man who was with Deputy United 
States Marshal Black when he was shot while 
in Camp Badger three weeks ago. 
* gunday morning they camped at a vacant 
house about eighteen miles northeast of this 
city and about six miles west from Wiicox 
Canon. They spent the day in sleeping and 
preparations to continue the search for the 
bandits. About twenty minutes before sun- 
set Rapelje went to the rear doorof the 
house and saw two men coming down the 
hill. They proved to be Evans and Sontag. 
Evans was in the lead and carried a rine 
and shotgun, while Sontag carried a rifle. 
Jackson, the officer who was shot, went to 
the door where Rapelje was standing and 
said: 

They are the men we have been looking 
or. 

The two men woke up Burns and United 
States Marshall Gard who were asleep. 
The officers went out OF the front door and 
as they went around the back corner Sontag 
saw Rapelje and throwing his Winchester 
to his shoulder to dellberate aim and 
fired. Just then Jackson stepped around 
Rapelje and opened fire on the bandits. 
Sontag was seen to throw up both hands and 
fall backwards, Then the firing became 
general and Evans returned the shots with 
a vengeance. Jackson went around. the 
far end of the house to get a 
better place from wien to shoot 
and as he went around he was shot 
inthe left leg between the knoe and the 
ankle. Abovt forty shot were exchanged be- 
tween the officers and the handits, but the 
sun went down and darkness ended the Dat- 
tle. Evans was seen tocrawl from behind a 
rubbish pile and Rapelje again opened fire 
upon him. Evans then roseto his feet and 

ran towards the hills, followed by Rapelje, 
who continued firing. Evans did not return 
the fire and was soon out of sight. Rapelje 
returned to the house, secured a wagon and 
brought Jackson to this city. 
Fresno has been wired to send out a posse 
and officers will go from this city to the 
scene of the conflict. 

Evans and Sontag are now the most noted 
desperadoes of the Pacific Coast. They have 
been pursued by officers for many months 
past, but have always eluded capture, gen- 
erally wounding or killing one or more of the 
officers in each of their many fights. Five 
men have been killed in trying to effect their 

capture. 

On the night of the 8d of August, 1892, a 
Southern Pacific train was robbed at Collis, 
seven miies from Fresno. The robbery was 
a bold and successful one. Dynamite was 
freely used, the express car was badly 

ked with the explosive and Express 
Messenger George D. Roberts was badly hurt. 
The robbers carried off three bags of coin. 
* Officers at once started in pursuit of the 
men and decided that Ohris Evans, an 
old t ot Visalia, and two drothers, 
Tite John Sontag, also residents of 
Visalia, were the men wanted. 

It was just at this nore that the first great 
mistake was mad Detective Will Smith 
and Deputy Sheriff Tyler decided to try to 
arrest the tliree men, They went to Evans’ 
house, where the Sontags were known to 
be, and succeeded in persuading 
George Sontag to accom pan y 
— — tne. ostensibly to act as a 
witness. They left him in the custody of the 
Sheriff and then — —— * — 
persuasive powers t r two, bu 
they had pel aps — fired on the two of- 
ficers, badly wounding Witty. ‘The two rob-

the home life of persons of small means. The 
capital stock of the company was to be 5100, 
000 and was fully paid. Mills owned $20,000 
and held $76,000 more as trustee.

TAKING POSSESSION. 


Tne, be ot the Americans Sup- 
posed to Be Only a Subterfuge for 
Warlike Prsparations—Serious Trouble 
With the Nicaraguans May Result—An 
Explanation Demanded. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, June 12.—The landing 
of marines and sailors from the American war 
ship Atlanta, who established a camp near 
the village of Santa Fé, close to the canal, 
has caused the. greatest excitement, even 
exceeding that which prevailed during the 
late revolution or upon the overthrow of 
Sacaza. The agitation has extended to all 
classes, who fear that the “United States is 
taking possession of the country and the 
passive attitude of the Government is se- 
vyerely commented upon, even called 
treacherous. 

The explanation of the American officers 
that they merely landed forces in order to 
protect the canal property and work was 
considered a subterfugefor such war-like 
preparations, as the landing of troops with- 
out warning, placing artillery and Hotchkiss 
guns in position, preparing the place to 
withstand a siege, bringing to shore a large 
quantity of supply and camp equipage, 
seems to indicate a long stay. 

Crowds from this city wentto Santa Fe to 
%%% Los Americanitos,’’ as the invaders are 
called, and it is feared that unless some pre- 
cautions are taken or a satisfactory explana- 
tion is given, serious trouble may arise. 

A large deputation of citizens has been 
chosen to demand an explanation from the 
Government. 

It was rumored that Gen. Montiel went to 
Santa Fe to demand an explanation from the 
American officers there, but this was not 
generally credited, as it is known that an 
American Minister was closeted with the 
Cabinet from 11 o’clock yesterday morning 
until nearly 1 o’clock in the afternoon. 

There is a report that the rest of the 
Centra] American governments will protest 
against this action of the United States. A 
late rumor is that the United States troops 
will withdraw. The United States Minister 
has gone to Santa Fe. 


GEN. MONTIEL’S VIEWS. 

MANAGUA, June 12.—Gen. Montiel,a mem- 
ber of the Provisional Government, said yes- 
terday: ‘‘I consider that all the difficulties 
are at an end. There is not the slightest 
Ganger of a fresh outbreak from any 
source. All that was promised to Sacaza 
will be carried out promptly ana faithfully. 
The rights of Americans in the Nicaraguan 
Canal will be respected and if necessary a 
new concession will be granted, but on the 
basis of the old one. It will de unnecessary 
to consult the Government of Costa Rica on 
that point, as everything concerning Costa 
Rica’s rights has been settled by treaties.’’ 


ANOTHER SEVERE AFFLICTION. 

VIENNA, June 12.—Another severe affliction 
has fallen upon the Imperial house 
of Austria. Duke Maxmilian Emanuel, 
brother of Empress Elizabeth, while return- 
ing to Munich from a ride this morning rup- 
tured a cardiac arter and died almost 
immediately. The Duke was born in Munich 
in 1849 and married in 1875 to Princess 
Amelie of * and Gotha. He was 
a Lleutenant-General in the German army 
and commander of the e riding school, 


A PETROLEUM MONOPOLY. 


The Italian Government Has 
, Against It. 


Rome, June 12.—It is reported that the 
Government has found that it would not be 
expedient to adopt the proposal to establish 
a monopoly in petroleum, and has therefore 
abandoned all further consideration of the 
question of adding to the revenue by the es- 
tabDlishment of such a monopoly. It is 
said, however, that in order to obtain 


an increase the Gövernment will sub- 
stitute a monopoly of the life and — 
insurance business in place of the 22 
petroleum monopoly. It is estimated 
the granting of a monopoly of the ingarence 
business of the country will add the sum of 
$10,000,000 to the revenue. Such a monopoly 
would seriously affect the American com- 
nies, which do an immense insurance 
usiness in Italy.

A STRONG PROP TAKEN AWAY FROM 
THE (PROSECUTION. 


The Statements She Made at the “Star 
Chamber’’ Proceedings Would Have 
Proved Damaging to the PrisoOner— 
Problems Which the Jury Will Be 
Called Upon to Solve—Conflicting 
‘Statements About the Handleless 
Hatchet. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 12,—Over one- 
half of the spectators in court this morning 
were women, and the second week of the 
Borden murder trial opened with the appear- 
ance of increased interest as the uncertain- 
ties of the case are unfolded. The indications 
of a severe struggle over the admission of the 
stenographic notes of Miss Borden’s testi- 
mony at the inquest were plentifal in the 
piles of books containing authorities to be 
cited pro and con, 

A few moments before court opened coun- 
sel on both sides were summoned into the 
private room of the presiding justices for 
consultation, 

Lizzie Borden came into court at 8:80 and 
took her seat within the bar, looking some- 
what fagged, and in answer to an inquiry 
from Gov. Robinson as to her rest last night, 
her words and manner indicated that she 
did not pass a pleasant night. 

The consultation lasted twenty minutes. 
After court was opened and the jury polled, 
the officers were directed by the court to re- 
tire the jury until they were sent for, pending 
the arguments to follow. 

Mr. Moody then addressed the court, saying 
he understood the discussion now to be 
opened was that of the admissibility of tne 
defendant’s declarations at the inquest when 
under suspicion before her arrest. 

THE STAR CHAMBER INQUEST. 

The testimony given by Lizzie Borden at the 
inquest held immediately after the murder, 
known as the Star Chamber’’ proceedings, 
has been relied upon by the prosecution as 
one of the important parts of their chain of 
evidence against the prisoner. All that she 
said has been preserved in the notes of the 
stenographer, And it is said that her state- 
ment at that time involved her in innumera- 
ble contradictions and damaging admissions. 

Both sides have been keenly alive to the 
paramount importance of the statements 
made by the accused at that time, and it was 
known thatthe defense would strenuously 
object to having them put in evidence. An

It is said that at the time it was in- 
timated to her that if she destred to decline 
to answer questions on the ground that she 
would tend to incriminate herself she would 
be accorded the assistance of counsel. As 
this, however, of course involved an ac- 
knowledgment ‘of guilt she was forced to sub- 
mit toexamination on the same terms as 
other witnesses.

PROBLEMS FOR THE JURY. 


Points on Which Will Turn the Guilt or 
Innocence of Lizzie Borden. 

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., June 10.—What 
passed through the minds of the twelve men 
who hold the fate of Lizzie Borden in their 
hands during their Sunday rest from the heat 
of the trial court, is not for the public to 
know. But so far the guilt or innocence of 
the prisoner according to the evidence sub- 
mitted hangs upon two points. The first is: 
Was there human blood instead of paint on 
the dress burnedin the kitchen stove? and 
the second covers facts connected with the 
finding of the handleless hatchet in the Bor- 
den cellar. 

Here are some thoughts that will cer- 
tainly suggest themselves to the jury when 
they come to dispose of the burued dress in- 
cident: A woman accused of a double 
murder of such a character that she 
must have been spattered and splashed 
with blood from head to foot when she 
did the aeed burns up a dress 
which corresponds to one the witnesses 
describe as having been worn by her on the 
morning the murder was known to have been 
committed. 

That certainly isa portentous fact, point- 
ing with dreadful emphasis to guilt, but, on 
the other hang, how woulda gullty woman 
destroy an article which bore evidence that 
would hang her surely. She would never do 
it in broad daylight, ain the presence of two 
witnesses, in a room with open windows and 
with a swarm of detectives prying about the 
piace to discover precisely some such move 
on the part of a person whom they must ne- 
cessarily have had under suspicion, Yet

RIVER IMPROVEMENT REFORM. 


In an open letter to President Cleveland 
Gov. Fishback calls attention to the 
shameful neglectof the great waterways 
of the country. He gives especial force to 
the arraignment of Congress on this sub- 
ject by contrasting its conduct with refer- 
ence to railway construction and its treat- 
ment of the natural waterways. While 
hundreds of millions have been expended 
in promoting railway enterprises Congress 
has been so miserly and impractical 
in appropriating money for the improve- 
ment of the natural waterways that little 
progress has been made, and vast areas of 
rich land are exposed to frequent over- 
flows, endangering life and destroying 
vast amounts of cropsand valuable proper- 
ty. Through the picayunish policy of 
Congress the levee system is a travesty, 
transportation is hampered and productive 
lands are cut off from cultivation. 

Gov, Fishback’s criticism of Congres- 
sional action in this matter is well merited. 
But he has overlooked the root of the 
trouble and the proper solution of the 
river improvement question. Congress has 
fully recognized the principle that the im- 
provement of the great natural waterways 
is the proper work of the Government, 
but the beneficial results of the sums ex- 
pended for that purpose have been reduced 
toa minimum by a senseless course of 
action. Instead of adopting an approved 
plan of improvement for. each waterway, 
attending to the most important and valu- 
able first, and appropriating sufficient 
money to have the work carried toa satis- 
factory conclusion, the appropriations 
have been frittered away in 
useless driblets for a large number of 
streams, many of which were of no im- 
portance. The sums appropriated for 
each object were insufficient, and the work 
would be sweptaway before more money 
for its continuance could be obtained. A 
costly commission has been maintained 
for the improvement of the Mississippi, 
and large sums have been expended at va- 
rious times upon the work, but the re- 
sults have been of no avail because 1. this

IBRESPONSIBLE “‘TRBATY-MAKERS 


If United States Senators were elected 
by the people treaties like that negotiated 
with Russia would not be possible. They 
would be more carefulin the transaction 
of executive business“ and inquire more 
closely into the meaning of the instru- 
ments submitted for their approval, 

So long as State legislatures are inter- 
posed between the Senators and the people 
there will be a temptation to pander to 
class interest or prejudice or actually to go 
counter to the public good, as in the case of 
this treaty. Members of the State legisla- 
tures are most of them parts of a 
political machine worked in the interest of 
some aspirant forsenatorial honors. Those 
who cannot be controlled through the sen- 
timent of party loyalty are often accessi- 
ble to less creditable influences, and a sen- 
atorial nomination or election is often de- 
termined by the ‘‘gratification’’ of per- 
haps two or three venal members. The 
result is that men are sent to the Senate 
who in no respect represent the people, 
who do not understand the people and 
who are often out of sympathy with every 
attempt to promote the public good.

The Equities of Taxation. 
From the New York WoRLD, 

Our highly respected contemporary, the 
Philadelphia Ledger, is good enough to say 
that the editorial opinions of the WORLD 
with regard to questions of great public con- 


cern are 60 generally right as to render it the 
more remarkable and regretable when, as 
upon rare occasions, they are wrong.’’ It 
holds that we are wrong in favoring a gradu- 
ated income tax, and declares | that— 

The principle that one small class of the people 
shall be made to bear a distinct and extraordinary 
burden of taxation solely because they ere rich, of 
which the great masses of the people shall bear no 
part, is the very essence of Socialism. 

A good many taxes in this country are col- 


lected from a small class of people“ solely 
because they have something to tax. Noone 
but a rich man, for example, can own land on 
Manhattan Island. It is,therefore,an anjust 
discrimination to tax land in New York? 

There would be no fixed ‘‘class’’ subject to 
a tax on incomes of $10,000 and over. Men 
who paid one year might be exempt, through 
losses, the next, Other men who had been ex- 
empt might become liable through increased 
prosperity. It is the incomes, not the men, 
that it is proposed to tax. 

Does not our contemporary think that one 
of the laws of equitable taxation is that 
taxes shall be levied with some reference to 
the ability of the citizen to pay? 

There will always be taxes enough, direct 
or indirect, that the poor man cannot 
escape. With tariff taxes on his cloth- 
ing, food, fuel and shelter, and inter- 
nal taxes on his whisky, beer and 
tobacco, he actually pays almost as 
much towards the support of the Gov- 
ernment as his rich neighbor (having the 
same number of children—certainly he pays 
in these ways out of all proportion to his 
relative ability to pay. 

The proposed income taxis intended sim- 
ply to meet a deficiency in the revenues—to 
supplement the present taxation—and to put 
the extra burden upon those best able to 
dear it. Is not this reasonable and just?

Six days shalt thou labor and 
all thy work; but the seventh day is the 
sabbath of the Lord thy Gd.“ For in six 
days the Lord made heaven and earth, the sea 
and all that in them is, and rested the 
seventh day; wherefor the Lord blessed the 
Sabbath day and haflowed it. The words 
ofthe Savior himself confirm the testimony 
ofthe law quoted above, when he says in 
Mark 2, 27, 8. The Sabbath was made for 
man and not man for the Sabbath. ‘‘There- 
fore the son of manis Lord also of the Sab- 
bath.’’

BRIDGING THE COLUMBIA. 


A Great Engineering Work in Progress 
: in the Far Northwest. 


From the Seattle Herald. 

The completion of the great cantilever 
bridge over the Columbia River. at Rock Is- 
land, Wash., marks the accomplishment of 
the greatest feat of railroad engineering in 
the West. The Columbia at Wanatches, 
where the big bridge is being Duilit, is be- 
tween 800 and 1,000 yards in width and from 
12 to 200 feet deep at low water. Its channel 
is worn deep below the general surface of the 
valley, and, though the annual June rise is 
85 to 50 feet, it never overfiows. After many 
surveys and measurements the company de- 
cided to build a — high enouzh not to in- 
terfere with navigation rather than a draw 
bridge at a shallower point and support the 
same on plers. 

At the point selected for crossing, a basal 
tic butte rises 500 feet above the va ley. The 
butte drops down tothe river in shelf like 
terraces, and on one of these shelves the 
rests. 


On the opposite bank stands a similar 3 
dutte a ay been cut for the eastern 
approach, Two hundred and fitty feet from 
the east bank of the river isan island, 4 
rather a huge rock, on which the only pier 1 n 
the riveris dullt. Between the rock and the 
west bank flows the main stream, which is 
416 feet wide ana 148 feet deep. 

The whole bridge is 9164) feet long, not 
counting the minor approaches, an 10 120 
feet above low water mark and 70 feet above 
extreme high water. The first span reaches 
from the biuffon the west side 250 feet to a 


shelf above the water line. The second ar 


main span reaches 416% feet above the main 
channel to the river. It weighs 856 tons,
